NOTICE IS HEREBY GIVEN that a Special Election will be held on Tuesday, September 10, 2019 between the 
hours of 6:00 a.m. and 8:00 p.m. Question and Interpretive Statement in substantially the following form shall be 
submitted to the voters at the Special Election: 


QUESTION 

Shall the Ordinance submitted by initiative petition, amending certain sections of Articles I and II of Chapter 27 
of Edison Township Ordinances (the “Division of Water Supply” and “Sewer Utility”) and providing for the 
retention by the Township of the ownership, operation, management, control, and maintenance of its municipal 
water system and sewer system be adopted? 

INTERPRETIVE STATEMENT 

This Ordinance proposes to amend Chapter 27 of Edison Township Ordinances to require that upon the expiration 
of the present agreement with Edison Water Company, the Township’s Division of Water Supply shall retain 
ownership and commence the operation, management, control, and maintenance of the Township’s municipal water 
system. The Ordinance would also require the Township to retain the ownership, operation, management, control, 
and maintenance of the sewer system. The Ordinance would effectively preclude the Township from exercising its 
discretion to privatize both its water and sewer systems. A “Yes” vote is a vote to approve the Ordinance. A “No” 
vote is a vote against the Ordinance. 

ATTENTION VOTERS WHO HAVE MOVED 

If you were a registered voter in a municipality of this County, moved to another municipality of this County but 
did not submit a change of address to the County Commissioner of Registration, you are entitled to vote in the 
Special Election. On Election Day, you should go to your new polling place to vote. 

If you already completed a voter registration form for your new address, you will receive a sample ballot in the 
mail. If you do not receive the sample ballot, follow the instructions above, or call the office of your County 
Co mm issioner of Registration before Election Day. 

Any registered voter who has moved to another County any time prior to 21 days before the election on September 
10, 2019 must have completed a new voter registration form in order to vote. If you moved to another County 
within 21 days of the election, you may vote at your polling place in your former County of residence. 

ASSISTANCE FOR PERSONS WITH DISABILITIES 

Pursuant to the provisions of the “Voting Accessibility for the Elderly and Handicapped Act of 1984” a 
telecommunications device for the deaf (TDD) is maintained at the Election Division, Department of State, 
Trenton, NJ. Persons wishing to utilize this service to obtain general voter information may do so by dialing 1-800- 
292-0039 or the Middlesex County Board of Elections 732-296-6561. 

A person with a disability has the right to vote by mail-in ballot or to be assisted at the polls by two election clerks, 
one from each party, or by a person chosen by the voter other than the voter’s employer or agent of that employer, 
or officer or agent of the voter’s union. Voting locations must be accessible. Violations of the above should be 
addressed to the Middlesex County Board of Elections at 732-745-3471. 

Persons who are unable to vote at the polling place due to permanent or temporary physical disability may request a 
mail-in ballot application by contacting the office of the County Clerk at 732-745-4463, TDD# 732-246-5553. 
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
